Edmonton's spring stock show opens 
on Monday, under conditions which are

follows any individual or separate 
movement, such as the arma, the 
body, the feet, the continuity of the 
dance is lost, It is by focussing on the 
| dancers’ eyes that you absorb totally 
the entire action of the dance 


To be a real dancer, according to 
Mary Wigman, you must feel that the 
dance is an artistic expression in it- 


self, independent of musle, lighting, 
costuming, or any other medium of 
art 

“To me the dance is a language 
with which you express something 
you feel and could not transmit in 
any other way,” she explained, "The 
means by which you express this | 
language, of course, is the human 


body, not as you generally see it, but 
trained to be fluid, rhythmie, flexible, 
graceful, articulate 

Learning the “language that is the 
danoer as Miss Wigman put it 


seems difficult enough to preclude ail | 


persons who are not born with the 
burning urge to dance 
“My mother told me I used always 


to dance when 1 was a child but no- 


body in my family could tell that 
those queer prancing ehildish caper 
were dances,” Miss Wigman laughed 
as she recalled this, Then she added 
“Just as those who saw me back in 
1919 refused to believe that I was 
dancing!"

program of dances that Miss Wigman 
presents today, Some years of utter 
disheartening failure
